Line—Occasion the Annual Banquet 
of the 
Kansas City Commercial 


Club. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 20.—Secre- 


tary of State Elihu Root delivered a 
notable address here, in which he ad- 
vocated closer commercial and friend- 
ly relations between nations, there- 
by making possible worldwide and 
enduring peace. Following Mr. Root, 
diplomatic representatives of five Lat- 
in-American republics made speeches 
along the same line, offering trade 
extension between the countries of 
North and South America as % means 
of bringing these countries into closer 
and lasting relations. 
The occasion 


was the twelfth annual banquet given 
by the Kansas City Commercial club 
in commemoration of the signing of 
ths John Jay commercial treaty. Five 
hundred plates were laid, and many 
notable persons were present. 


Secretary Root said: "Our growth 


has been so great as to bring us on 
the wide field of the world's trade and 
constructive enterprise into contact 
with all the great and active nations 
of mankind. We have entered, wheth 
er we will or not, by the necessities 
of our development, into the field o 
intimate relations with all the nations 
of the earth. It is a field in which 
the guiding principle laid down bj 
Washington of 'friendship for all, with 
entangling alliances with none,' is as 
wise a rule of conduct as it was in 
Washington's time. It is a field in 
which we care no longer to be Indif 
ferent or to be ignorant, for in it th 
interests of our vast production ant 
trade are vitally concerned; and in i 
we have responsibilities and duties 
duties to civilization and humanity 
which we can not escape if we would, 
and which the conscience of America 
will permit us to escape if we could. 


"A new responsibility rests upon 


the people whose representatives an- 
swer to their will in shaping their 
treatment of foreign nations. The 
thoughtful men of every self-govern- 
ing people have a duty to inform 
themselves carefully and thoroughly; 
to think soberly and clearly and to 
express themselves temperately and 
wisely upon foreign affairs. 
We al- 


ready realize that the same rules of 
right conduct which obtain In our in- 
dividual intercourse with each other 
apply also to our internal political 
action and the exercise of the poweis 
of self-government. 


"Mediation and arbitration are use- 


ful methods of solving international 
controversies 
without recourse 
to 


war, but the true preventive of war 
is the willingness of the people of the 
world to be just toward one another; 
the strong desire of the people of the 
earth to be kind toward one another; 
application of the same rules by all 
men to their collective treatment of 
other nations which good citizens ap- 
ply to their individual treatment of 
each other. The true and final ant!- 
dote for war is the love of justice and 
peace among the people who make 
war or preserve peace."

"The three companies of the Twen- 


ty-fifth infantry "Were ordered dis- 
charged because it is not safe to have 
them in the army. They can not be 
trusted, and for the protection of the 
public and the preservation o£ the dis- 
cipline of the army, their discharge 
is necessary," Acting Secretary Oliver 
of the war department said. "The 
idea seems to prevail that the men 
were ordered discharged because they 
refused to tell- on their companions 
and because they are black. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. These 
soldiers shot up a town. All of them 
refuse to tell anything about the dis- 
graceful affair at Brownsville which 
resulted in murder." 


Secretary Oliver continued: "The 


companies are shielding murderers. 
There are men in the companies who 
are criminals of the worst sort. Every 
effort possible bas been made by the 
war department to find the guilty 
men, 
but without avail. If these com- 


panies were permitted to remain in 
the service and were to shoot up an- 
other town and again endanger the 
lives of citizens, the war department 
would be in an indefensible position.
